GREAT FIRE AT ICHANG. 

An oxtensive fra occurred just outside 
the western wail of this city (Iehang).on 
the night of the 4th inst, destructive of 
many lives and much property. Native 
reports give the, number of lives lost as 
bordering ou two hundred, although ‘that is 
probably an exaggerated number. Nearly 
the wholé of a'targo village was consumed 
aul the natives say as many aa fifty janks 
were barat to the water's edge, ‘Theve 
latter wave the officers of the man-of-war 
wad steamars in the harbonr considerable 
trouble; for groat judgment had to be 
exercised and much judicious use of the 
holm nud sables brought into play to 
provent these drifting fireshipa from rang- 
ing themselves; mp .olongstda the 
anchored vesdels and possibly igniting the 
upper works and hulle of their, ernfts. 
This’ difficulty’ was alsu acogntuated by o 
lurge number of large cargo janke that had 
cut themselves adrift from. the ‘bank 
with but’ half a craw oo board, © in 
their fruutic efforts to ascape contich 
withthe blazing fubrics that were chasiag 
assy other with startling fraqaongy, down 
strevin, closa inshore. These half-manned 
jonks that had escaped to mid stream wore 
perfectly mnmansagalie and drifted belp- 
leasly down nincig the shipping ona strong 
current md rendered the already perplexed, 
condition of the officers still more danger- 
ons, and cukanced tho difficulty of pre- 
venting their getting athwart the hawae,
